Che 'would still be alive if council had acted properly’ 


Social workers failed to help 
a mother hammered to 
death by her jealous lover in 
front of their daughter and 
then altered records, a 
leaked independent report 
has revealed. 

Charito “Che” Cruz, 37, 
was twice referred to 
Kingston Council by the 
NSPCC before her murder 
in September 2011, amid 
concerns for her daughter. 
Che’s mobile phone was de¬ 
stroyed with a hammer by 
her partner Asad Niazi at 


their Cambridge Road, 
Kingston home. 

Abigail Pickering, a rela¬ 
tive of Charito Cruz’s, who 
looked after Mrs Cruz’s 
daughter for 10 months fol¬ 
lowing her death, said: “It is 
appalling. She would still be 
alive if they had dealt with 
it properly. 

“I knew she contacted the 
NSPCC and they told her to 
go to a [domestic violence] 
one-stop shop, but that is all 
I knew. 

“[The council] covered its 


back and when the head of 
social care asked [them] to 
discipline the two social 
workers they ignored 
her. 

“It is shocking for us to 
know about this. We cannot 
go back in time but we just 
hope it does not happen to 
anyone else. 

“Unless they take action it 
is going to happen again and 
again.” 

The report, leaked to the 
BBC, found a social services 
manager did not think the 


referral was serious enough 
to warrant a visit. 

The night Ms Cruz died, a 
manager had taken the re¬ 
ferrals home to read. 

Olivia Butler, former in¬ 
terim head of social care, 
who commissioned the re¬ 
port, told the BBC the al¬ 
tered records were “to cover 
up the lack of action and 
proper response”. 

Senior management, run 
by the then children’s direc¬ 
tor, Duncan Clark, who re¬ 
signed the day before 


a damning Ofsted report 
with a £128,000 pay-off, 
would not discipline 
staff, according to the 
report. 

Leader of the council 
Councillor Derek Osbourne 
said the whistleblower 
should have come forward 
sooner. 

Kingston Council said it 
would be inappropriate to 
comment while the review 
took place.

Elderly residents of Newent 
House are “likely” to see 
their home closed as part of 
Kingston Council’s new 
adult services scheme. 

Residents, who were told a 
year ago that Newent House 
or another council-run home 
in the borough may close, 
were informed this week. 

It forms part of the 
Kingston at Home project, 
aiming to allow more elderly 
people to stay in their houses 
for longer. 

Jan Hesse, whose 97-year- 
old mother, Irene Harmer, 
lives at Newent House, said: 
“My biggest concern is that 
they are steam-rolling this 
decision through without 
considering what impact it 
may have. 

“In theory it seems OK, but 
in reality you are talking 
about very old, very frail 
people. My mother has been 
there nearly four years now 
and I have heard nothing but 
praise for it. 

“The staff are just as upset 
by it all as the residents.” 

Kingston Council aims to 
reduce the number of people 
being discharged from hospi¬ 
tal into long term care homes 
by 50 per cent. The decision 
was discussed at a committee 
meeting on January 29. 


Councillor Julie Pickering, 
Conservative opposition 
member for healthy living 
and adult services, arranged 
a meeting at Newent House 
after being contacted by Mrs 
Hesse. She said: “It is about 
making sure all of the 
change is done appropriately 
and in a timely manner.” 

Though residents have 


been guaranteed homes else¬ 
where, they have been en¬ 
couraged to find places in 
private housing, Mrs Hesse 
claimed. 

Council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne said no final decision 
had been made, but that the 
move was likely. 

He said: “Discussions have 
been taking place with 


residents and relatives of 
people at Newent and the 
people at Murray to explain 
the situation. 

“The purpose of the closure 
of the residential care homes 
is to create the ability to open 
a new home specialising in 
dementia. 

“Where people are moved 
we try to move them with 


their friendship groups or 
where possible with staff 
they know, if they are going 
into another home that we 
own. 

“If it is Newent, and it’s is 
likely to be Newent, resi¬ 
dents will go to places that 
are free at Murray or to a pri¬ 
vate care provider if they 
choose.”

Licence extension for Iguanas

A man has been found guilty of 
breaking into a home and stealing 
£20,000 worth of valuables, after 
DNA was found on a piece of latex 
glove found at the site. 

Harry Mackay, 22, from Queens 
Road, Thames Ditton, was charged 
with burglary following a break-in 
at a house in Acre Road some time 
between September 1 and Septem¬ 
ber 2,2012. 

The trial began at Kingston 
Crown Court on Monday last week, 
with Mackay taking the stand in the 
middle of the week to say he did not 
know anything about the burglary - 
although he was unable to say 
where he was at the time. 

Defence counsel Melissa Millin, 
who described Mackay’s learning 
disabilities, said: “The Crown would 
have you believe this case is simple 
- a gang of experienced thieves with 
gloves hell bent on relieving con¬ 
tents [from the house]. Quite 
frankly, he would be a liability.” 

The piece of latex glove was found 
in a Foot Locker bag, with jeans 
belonging to a resident of the 
home stuffed inside following the 
break-in. 

A Vauxhall Insignia was also 
taken from the driveway of the 
home, but found some days later 
with no prints matching Mackay. 

The prosecution read out a wit¬ 
ness statement that described the

state of the home as “disturbed” 
after the break-in, that saw one of 
the locks on the door completely 
broken. 

Among the valuables stolen were 
two Mac computers, a bottle of 
Chanel perfume, an iPhone and 
gold jewellery, as well as £100 in 
cash. 

Mackay said he used gloves for 
work, but did not know how his 
DNA had got into the home. 

More than two weeks after the 
burglary, Mackay fled from police 
officers, not knowing he was want¬ 
ed, but because of bad experiences 
with the police, according to his de¬ 
fence counsel. 

The jury returned a guilty verdict 
on Thursday. 

Mackay, who has learning diffi¬ 
culties, was sentenced to 18 months 
in prison in July 2011, minus time 
already served, for his role in a car 
theft gang which fished car keys 
through letterboxes, targeting 
BMWs, Jaguars, and Mercedes from 
homes in Oxshott, Worcester Park 
and Chessington. 

But he was cleared of kidnapping 
another man in an incident in Tol- 
worth on November 2011 after pros¬ 
ecutors offered no evidence on the 
first day of the trial.

Defeated planners of the Surbiton 
filter beds floating homes scheme 
are confident the proposal will 
still go through on appeal. 

Hydro Properties’ bid for a 64- 
home, 92-berth marina on the for¬ 
mer Chelsea Waterworks site off 
Portsmouth Road was unani¬ 
mously voted down by council¬ 
lors at a highly-charged public 
meeting on Tuesday last week. 

Members of the development 
control committee overruled offi¬ 
cers’ recommendation to agree 
the proposal, saying it did not 
meet the “special circumstances” 
required to overturn the authori¬ 
ty’s core strategy and Metropoli¬ 
tan Open Land (Mol) policy. 

Opponents and members of 
campaign group Friends of 
Seething Wells cheered as the 
eight councillors raised their 
hands in objection to Hydro’s 
application. 

But that decision could yet be 
overturned, if an appeal to the 
planning inspector is successful. 

Former Kingston councillor 
Nick Kilby, director of Hydro’s 
PR company Cratus, said: “I think 
Hydro has a very good opportuni¬ 
ty to win on appeal. 

“The fact council officers felt

there was sufficient reasons to ac¬ 
cept it means there is a very 
strong case. 

“I think Hydro will go into the 
appeal with confidence. The 
argument is there to be won, and 
an inspector may well think 
more in line with officers than 
councillors.” 

The meeting saw objectors pre¬ 
sent five arguments against the 
proposal - the development’s im¬ 
pact on river sports, ecology and 
heritage, planning, and other is¬ 
sues including Hydro’s proposed 
affordable housing contribution. 

Ultimately, the debate centred 
around the application contra¬ 
vening both the council’s core 
strategy and the Mol policy, 
which state the site is inappropri¬ 
ate for such a development. 

Officers believed the promise of 
a nature reserve, river ferry 
crossing and the continuation of 
the riverside walk were of public 
benefit and met the special cir¬ 
cumstances needed to depart 
from normal policy. 

But councillors disagreed, with 
Councillor Richard Hudson 


saying he did not believe the de¬ 
velopment was “special enough”. 

Mr Kilby said: “We were confi¬ 
dent we won the argument on 
ecology, heritage and river users. 
What we clearly didn’t do was win 
the argument that there are suffi¬ 
cient special circumstances. 

“The Friends of Seething cam¬ 
paign was ferocious and well or¬ 
ganised, but in many respects 
helped highlight that the Mol was 
the issue and not the arguments 
they put forward.” 

Friends of Seething Wells direc¬ 
tor Simon Tyrrell said: “We are 
delighted the application was re¬ 
fused unanimously despite offi¬ 
cers’ recommendation to approve 
it. 

“We’re expecting Hydro to ap¬ 
peal and we are keen to keep 
working with the community 
coalition that has formed to carry 
on working for an alternative so¬ 
lution for the site. 

“The core strategy is still rela¬ 
tively new and it would be wrong 
to undermine it so soon. 

“When it goes to the inspector 
we trust that will be recognised.”

A new block of luxury flats in Tol- 
worth called Red Square has left 
residents in dismay. 

The historic site, where the Red 
Lion pub sat for decades after it 
was built in 1906, is being convert¬ 
ed into housing and retail space 
by CNM Estates and Linden 
Homes. It will open this summer. 

Residents have expressed be¬ 
musement at the naming deci¬ 
sion, which apes the famous 
Moscow landmark - or the budget 
vodka brand. 

John McCarthy, vice-chairman 
of the Friends of Kingston Muse¬ 
um and Heritage Service, wrote to 
Linden Homes to press for a 
change to the plans, concerned 
that residents have not been con¬ 
sulted. 

In his letter he said: “It is diffi¬ 
cult to understand the necessity 
of changing the name of the site, 
even more so as the name you 
have chosen would appear to be 
most inappropriate for a royal 
borough with no communist or 
Russian connections that we 
know of.” 

He said: “We were quite sur¬ 
prised. The new Red Lion was 
built in 1906 replacing an earlier 
public house that had been there 


more than 200 years. 

“What we find difficult is to un¬ 
derstand why the name ‘Lion’ has 
been dropped. 

“It’s a historic association and 
there’s precious little history of 
this nature in Tolworth, and we 
feel [among] the Friends that this 
should be kept.” 


Steve Bangs, managing director 
of Linden Homes, later told Mr 
McCarthy that no offence was 
meant by the choice of name, 
which was only for marketing 
purposes. 

He added the Friends will be 
able to lobby Kingston Council on 
the postal address.

Most of £50K grant 
lost as plans vetoed

The majority of a £50,000 grant set 
aside for a walking improvement 
scheme in Tolworth has been lost 
after residents rejected plans 
Kingston Council officers had 
spent months drawing up. 

Three of the four proposals for 
works on Thornhill Road were 
voted down at a public meeting at 
the Cornerhouse in Douglas Road 
last Thursday amid complaints 
that not enough was being done on 
pavements. 

The Transport for London (TfL) 
money would have been spent on 
things like making junctions easi¬ 
er to cross and extending double 
yellow lines. 

Rosina Howe, 74, of Douglas 
Road, said the plans did not ad¬ 
dress residents’ concerns. 

She said: “[Officers should] take 
a consensus of opinion - what’s 
most important to you in your 
area and forget all the fripperies, 
and just get a basic pattern set 
down first. 

“For me pedestrian safety is 
pavements. This has been a bug¬ 
bear for a long time around here.” 

Tolworth Councillor Vicki Har¬ 
ris said: “If we don’t do those pro¬ 
jects it’s only fair that TfL get the 
money back to reallocate it next 


year. But TfL don’t give us money 
to resurface footpaths, unfortu¬ 
nately. I can’t imagine TfL ever 
being freer with money.” 

Coun Malcolm Self said: “With 
hindsight I probably would have 
done this scheme differently. What 
we haven’t done is just plough 
ahead regardless. 

“I think there are lots of merits 
in the scheme, personally. It didn’t 
seem that controversial to me, but 
that’s how things go.” 

Plans to widen the traffic island 
at the junction of Red Lion Road 
and Thornhill Road were ap¬ 
proved, but pavement widening 
where Thornhill Road joins Hook 
Road was rejected. 

Officers are now considering 


installing a bollard at the Red Lion 
Road junction to prevent cars and 
vans driving on the pavement. 

The installation of raised cross¬ 
ing areas at Douglas Road, Cotter- 
ill Road and Ellerton Road 
junctions, and the extension of 
double yellow lines on other side 
roads were also thrown out. 

Raising the roadway at junctions 
could have made things easier for 
people with reduced mobility. 

Officers spent 126 hours drawing 
up the plans starting in the middle 
of last year - which the council 
said had cost the equivalent of 
£3,930 in wages. 

Another £1,350 was also spent on 
officer time and distributing the 
consultation letters.

Schools a class act 
or a ‘could do better’ 


The cream of the crop were sin¬ 
gled out this week as the Depart¬ 
ment for Education released 
GCSE and A-level performance 
scores for schools across the 
country. 

The best performing school was 
Tiffin Girls’ School with 100 per 
cent of pupils achieving five A* to 
C GCSEs or equivalent including 
English and maths - for the 
fourth year running. 

Tiffin School and Kingston 
Grammar School also had 100 per 
cent of its pupils achieving five 
good GCSEs, although it was Tif¬ 
fin Girls’ School that became the 
only school in the borough to 
have 100 per cent of its pupils 
gaining three A-levels or 
equivalent. 

Results for GCSE English were 
said to be affected as grade 
boundaries were changed last 
summer. 

Chessington Community Col¬ 
lege, which has invested thou¬ 
sands of pounds in state-of-the 
art facilities was the second least 
best performing school for GCSEs

although it showed an increase of 
2 per cent for pupils achieving 
five good GCSEs. 

Chessington councillor and lead 
member for children and young 
people Patricia Bamford said: “It 
is a good achievement to have im¬ 
proved, but there is still a lot 
more to be done. 

“It is a long way to go to bring it 
up to the required standards. 
There is always more to do in 
education.” 

Independent school Canbury 
School was the lowest performing 
school for GCSE performance for 
the second year running. 

Southborough High School 
showed the biggest drop in perfor¬ 
mance with GCSE performance 
being down by 11 per cent from 
2011. 

Headteacher Niall Smith said: 
“We were quite affected by the na¬ 
tional situation in GCSE 
English. 

“Our maths A* to C grades were 


at 77 per cent, but our English 
was at 49 per cent and that 
brought us down. 

“I am disappointed, but we are 
not the kind of school that makes 
excuses. We are going to do 
better.” 

Richard Challoner School 
showed the biggest rise in GCSE 
performance from the year before 
and had the highest percentage of 
pupils achieving the English bac¬ 
calaureate from the borough’s 
non-selective schools. 

Headteacher Tom Cahill said: 
“We are proud and delighted re¬ 
sults have improved. 

“It does go to show boys can go 
on to achieve just as well 
as girls in the right learning 
environment.” 

Coombe Federation headteach¬ 
er Deborah Walls said: “I am 
pleased that results have contin¬ 
ued their upward trend at both of 
the Coombe secondary schools, 
despite a particularly challenging 
and turbulent year because of the 
well-publicised shift in exam 
grade boundaries.”

Oxygen breathes life into estate

Until about a year ago, there 
was a rather bland-looking 
concrete space within the 
Cambridge Road estate in 
Norbiton. 

Today, it is a colourful com¬ 
munal area following a 
makeover by young volunteers 
from youth charity Oxygen. 

It is this project that Oxygen 
director John Trend cites as an 
example of what the organisa¬ 
tion does best. 

He said: “We had some young 
people come from all over the 
world through a programme 
called Youth With a Mission. 

“It was very positive. Young 
people from the estate joined in 
and we had parents phoning 
up saying ‘My son’s working 
with you. Thank you. I’ve been 
trying to get him off the 
Playstation.’ 

“Just by doing something 
simple like that you find the 
whole community wants to get 
involved.” 

Young people working for the 
good of the community is at 
the heart of Oxygen. 

Launched in 2001 by a group 
of Kingston churches, the 
charity co-ordinates a series of 
programmes across the bor¬ 
ough, including Street Pastors 
and I Love Kingsnympton, 
which reaches out to 
disadvantaged youths on 


the Kingston Hill estate. 

Although by definition a 
Christian organisation, John 
said Oxygen was willing to 
work with people of all beliefs 
and faiths. 

He said: “We never preach to 
people. We are clear about who 
we are and if people are inter¬ 
ested in getting involved we tell 
them more about us. 

“We are just trying to make 
an impact in the communities 
we are working in. 

“There are always chal¬ 
lenges, working with young 


people with no aspirations or 
hope, and we are trying to be a 
stable factor in their lives.” 

Oxygen is currently looking 
to launch a new mentoring 
scheme, encouraging volun¬ 
teers to befriend a young per¬ 
son and support their 
development for at least two 
years. 

It is also overseeing the Man 
& Boy project, which gives 
young boys the chance to 
spend time with the significant 
man in their lives, to develop 
better relationships. 


All of which costs time and 
money, and is why John is so 
pleased Oxygen has been cho¬ 
sen as one of Love Kingston’s 
five charities. 

He said: “We have a mixture 
of funding from churches and 
organisations, but at this mo¬ 
ment we are feeling the pinch - 
it is tough. 

“We have got £12,000 to find 
by the end of the year in order 
to continue to develop without 
having to worry day in day out 
about funding. 

“To be selected as one of the 


charities is a Godsend. 

“It is quite a privilege to be 
chosen and in some ways is 
recognition of the contribution 
we make, and the potential 
contribution we can make. 

“I watch things such as 
Comic Relief with inspiration 
and hope when they manage to 
raise so much money from the 
great British public. 

“To have something such as 
Love Kingston that taps into 
that same sense of generosity 
is great and it is what we 
haven’t been able to do in the 
past.”

Survey reveals latest must-haves 



Men really want an open plan kitchen says St James. Visit visit www.stjames.co.uk 


Having a garden, space to 
park the car and a spare room 
for hobbies are some of the 
must haves both men and 
women look for when buying 
a new home. 

New independent research 
commissioned by property 
developer, St James which 
built the Boatyard 
development in Kingston, 
shows that the nation’s males 
and females are united in 
their requirements for their 
home. 

Top three must haves in

Equally, space to expand

Thirty eight per 
cent of those surveyed also 
prioritised car parking as the 
third essential characteristic. 

Open plan living 

One third of all parties 
surveyed highlighted open 
plan living as another 
important feature. Buyers 
now realise that with space at 
a premium, flexible square 
footage is also key. Open plan 
space is far more adaptable 
and lends itself to the 
changing demands of its 
occupants. 

A nation of male master 
chefs? 

Most interestingly, it was 


the male respondents who 
prioritised an open plan 
kitchen far higher up their 
wish list than their females 
counterparts, suggesting that 
today’s modern man has a 
greater desire to combine 
cooking, home entertaining 
and socialising in their home. 
This is supported by recent 
research from Hotpoint 
which flagged that British 
men are now picking up their 
pots and pans and cooking, 
on average, four meals a 
week.

Both sexes are keen to 
maintain a clear division 
between their home and work 
life, with nearly half of the 
men polled and one third of 
women stating they enjoy 
going to work in an office. 
And if given the choice, only 
20 per cent of the both sexes 
would choose to work from 
home if they could. 

Michelle Harris, sales and 


marketing director for St 
James said: “In terms of 
work/life balance, with 
technology extending the 
possibilities for working from 
home, it was interesting that 
only 20 per cent of both men 
and women would choose to 
work from home if they 
could. Thus ensuring they 
maintain a clear definition 
between work and home life.”
